S te w a rt b ases this p rop hecy 
on a c tu a l exp erim ents w ith fa rm s 
a nd fa rm e rs in the R ed W ing d is ­ 
tr ic t in M innesota, w here e le c tric ­ 
ity ha s p layed a n im p orta nt role, 
T he re fa rm e rs hav e joined hand s In 
p rod u ction and in m ethod s of ha nd l­ 
ing the ir crop s.

m ent d e p a rtm e nt to sp end $25,000 to 
re p a ir a te m p ora ry b u ild ing d a m a g­ 
ed by te rm ite s.

A m an of the people, modest and unassum ing, 
home-loving, honest, sincere and intelligent, h ard ­ 
w orking, a believer in governm ental efficiency and 
econom y, Young is both a liberal and a progressive, 
and justifies in every sense the prediction m ade by 
one editor who says: 
“ In Mr. Young California will have the best gov­ 
ernor that has ever sat in Sacram ento.”

It w ouldn’t be a bad stroke

compete should try to rule the latter off the streets. 
Yet even if there is such effort, resentm ent against 
it should not be allowed to cloud the real issue, which 
is w hether it is good public policy for autom obiles to 
use space on the city streets so extensively as they do 
for parking purposes. 
D isinterested traffic experts 
are pointing out that the streets are intended pri­ 
m arily for moving traffic, and th at their use as stor­ 
age space for standing vehicles is one of the chief 
causes of traffic congestion and accidents. 
M ore or less parking on business streets is neces­ 
sary, in most communities. 
There is a wise and 
grow’ing tendency, however, to provide private p a rk ­ 
ing space in the business sections, where cars can be 
stored, leaving the streets free. 
Business concerns, 
m ore and m ore, try to furnish their own parking 
space. 
Everv nrovision of this sort benefits the com ­ 
es the institution establishing it.

One incident that occurred during the H aw aiian flight is evi­ 
dence again of that. 
W hen one of his com rades in that journey, after their sea­ 
plane had been forced to descend to the Pacific, confessed to a ter­ 
rible dread of the sharks which swam about them , it was Rodgers 


who replied: 
“ Look them straight in the eye, and 
th e y can’t h urt you. 
A nd the flyer, following that advice, not only lost his fear, but 
soon was jauntily talking to the big fish as if they were old friends. 
T hat advice could well be kept in m ind for all emergencies 


of life. 
M any troubles, if looked straight in the eye, would be found 
to have their m enacing aspects dissolving like fog beneath the rays 


of the sum m er sun. 
The difficulty is in taking that straight look. 
Too often counsel is taken of fear, rath er than of courage, and 
the mind in a panic too easily “ imagines a bush to be a bear. 
M istaking bushes for bears is a hum an prerogative that m any 
are continuously exercising to their own great unhappiness. 
Com m ander Rodgers cam e from a long line of naval ances­ 
tors, and his inner self had been im pregnated with its best and finest
